® MEMPHIS. Tenn., Feb. 7.—Five men 
plundered the mail &na express cars 
of Rock Island train No. 43, near Hul- 
bert, Ark., early today and escaped with 
their booty before an alarnmi Was spread 
and posses could take up the trail. Few 
of the passengers knew anything had 
happened until they awoke to find the 
train stalled. 

The value of the plunder the robbers 
got has not been determined. They ran- 
sacked the postal car and blew open 
® the Wells-l argo sate. 

At noon it was reported money con- 
sgned to a bank in Oklahoma, estimat- 
ei at between $60,000 and $75,000, had been 
taken from the express safe by the rob- 
her's. 

This was the second holdup near Hurl- 
' burt within the last four months.

‘terminus of the Mississippi River bridge 
it was boarded {by two masked men. 
| They climbed over the tender and cov- 
Sered the engines crew with revolvers.

' The fireman ran the train on several 
' Miles until told to stop at a campfire 
: alongside the track whiere three other 

bandits waited. 

Here the baggage and mail cars were 
detached from the passenger coaches, 
and, before any of the train crew knew 

» What was happening, the locomotive 
with its light load was hurrying farther 

lito the country. 

While one of the bandits held a re- 
volver over the flireman, the remaining 
four of the band clambered into the 
express and mail coaches and covered 
the messengers aind clerks. 

The engine with the two cars proceed- 
el to a point a mile east of Hulbert, 
Ark. Then the robbers ransacked the 
postal car, blew open the safe, gath- 
ered their plunder and fled.

Trustees of Old Folks’ Home So- 
ciety Bring Action Against 
Former President. 








ASSERT LARGE SUM IS DUE 





Defendant Declares That Jeal- 
ousy I$ at the Bottom of 
the Allegations. 





The clouds which have lowered for 
months over the Old Folks’ Sunshine 
Home Society broke into a _ storm 
Wednesday, when suit was filed in the 
Circuit Court by the Board of Managers 
against Mrs. Clara E. Baumbhoff, wife 
of F. W. Baumhoff, former president of 
the society, for an accounting of funds 
handled by her in behalf of the society 
and for a judgment against her for any 
funds that may be found to be due to 
the society. From the society's motto, 
“Harmony -- Justice — Happiness,’’ the 
harmony and happiness have flown 

The anit. as filed bv Attorney George 
EK. Mix. bears the names, as plaintiffs, 
of Mmes. Kathrine Mairback, Agnes 
Grand, [Iuecyv Dragon, Nellie I. Allen, 
lL. A. Overton, Della Randolph, Leonora 


‘Hensel, Helen Cornelius and Effie 


Haynes, trustees of the society. Mrs. 
Fairback is the president, successor to 
Mrs. Baumhoff. Mrs. Grant is vice- 
president, Mrs. Allen secretary and Mrs, 
Dragon treasurer. 

As trustees, they say, the property of 
the society is vested in them, and they 
allege that while Mrs. Baumhoff was 
promoting and organizing the society, 
and while she was its president, up to 
June 15, 1911, she collected large sums for 
the soviety, which she used as if it were 
her individual property. 

Charge She Handled Funds. 

Prior to May 18, 1911, it is alleged, the 
defendant's sister, Anna M. Biebinyger- 
Warren, Was nominally the treasurer of 
the society, but did not act in that 
capacity, Mrs. Baumhoff handling and 
disbursing the funds, making reports 











purporting to-be from the treasure: 
Although Mrs. Baumhoff ceased to he 


(president June 15, 191], it is said that 


she bas not accounted for the funds of 
the soeiety, or turned over the books, 
records and papers showing the financial] 
transactions. It is declared that an ac- 
counting will disclose that large sums 
are due to the plaintiffs as trustees, 
Mrs. Baunmihoff organized the St. Louis 
Sinshine Society, in 1900. In October, 
10, the Old Folks’ Sunshine Home was 
opened at 3422 Morgan street. In May, 
1°91), Mrs. Batrmhoff went to a general 
meeting in New York and was elected 
president for Missouri. She ceased to be 


— 


president of the St. Louis society after 
her return. She says she resigned be- 
cause of the duties of her new position, 
Hfer opponents say her position was de- 
clared vacant during her absence. 

According to some of Mrs. Baumhoff's 
opponents, the trouble started about the 
matron selected by Mrs. Baumhoff to 
take charge of the home. The matron 
hud a musband, three grown sons and 
three smallehildren. The sons paid $20 
a month, While™the man and his wife 
were supposed to do enough work to pay 
the home for supporting them and the 
three children. The women tn the home 
complained, it is said, and when the new 
regime came in, the family was put out. 

Permits Audit of Books. 

Demand was made upon Mrs. Baum- 
hoff at that time for the books. She 
refused to give them up, it {s said. but 
permitted them to be audited. Mrs. 
Raumhoff admitted that there were not 
vouchers for expenditures in all cases, 
but said that when expenditures were 
made which are not shown hy vouchers 
some other member was always with 
her. 

Persons who became inmates were re- 
quired to pay $200. This money was 
invested in bonds. The home was sup- 
ported from funds derived from enter- 
tainments and subscriptiors. 

“This is all jealous spitework,’’ Mrs. 
Bbaumhoff has said. “A lot of cackling 
hens are at the bottom of it.’’

This was 1! months after the 
disappearance of Kimmel, but Bacon 
called the jury’s attention to the prison 
record, as showing that at that time 
the claimant had blue eyes and stated 
his age as 52 years. Kimmel, it has 
been stated, had dark brown eyes, and 
would at that time have been 32. The 
Claimant's record at that time, Bacon 
said. further showed that he was 5 feet 
7 inches tall, that he weighed 16 pounds 
and that 17 of his teeth were missing, 
and the remainder badiy decayed. He

In April, 186, he ap- 
peared In the similar institution at Mat- 
teawan, atill with blue eyes. He wae 
released in December, 1906, after a jury 
had declared him sane, and the fol- 
lowing July was recorded as James W. 
Watson in the Erie County prison at 
Buffalo, where he was placed for petit 
larceny. His previous crimes head been 
burgiary and larceny. At Buffalo he 
gave his occupation as a cheese maker, 


In June, 1998, Bacon sald, the claim- 
ant appeared in the Auburn prison for 
forgery, declaring Limseif to be Kim- 
mel. The prison record states that his 


George A. Kimmel, bank cashier, owed $52,000 on. paper 
about to fall due, had only #1200 to meet the obligations, and 
was in danger of exposure in connection with an express robbery, 
at the time of his sudden disappearance from Arkansas City, 
Kan., July 28, 1898. This was the declaration of Edward O'Bryan, 
attorney for the New York Life Insurance Co., in his outline of 
the defense’s case Wednesday before the jury in the third trial 
of the famous identity mystery

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—One of the 
most striking documentary exhibits ever 
filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was submitted by Attorney 
Frank Lyon as part of the record in 


the express rate investigation. It shows 


the enormous profits of the nine princi- 
pal express companies, and undoubted- 


ly will have great influence with the 
commission in determining what reduc- 
tions shall be ordered in the charges. 
The record shows the gross receipts of 
the express companies for the period 
covered was $795,306,721, half of which 
was paid to the railroads, their share 
being $397,653,360.50. The net profits of 
the express companies were $294,043,285 
and the total dividends paid amounted 
to $212,085,392. These enormous profits 
were inade on property and equipment 
valued, June 30, 1911, at only $26,065,711. 
In addition to the dividends, the com- 
panies hold in their treasuries $81,957,893, 
a large proportion of which, it is al- 
leged, accrued as the result of over- 
charging the public and dividends and 
other funds, which were not paid, as 
the persons to whom they were due did 
not appear. 

The gross revenue of the Adams Ex- 
press Co. from May 1, 1866, to June 30, 
1911, was $190,616,610, half of which was 
paid to the various railroads; the net 
profits out of its proportion of the re- 
ceipts were $98,343,836; total dividends 
paid, $75,210,352; value of property and 
equipment, $6,568,185; assets in its treas- 
ury, including stocks and bonds owned 
by it, $23,133,468. 

American Revenue $112,499,044, : 
The total revenue of the American 
Express Co. from Nov. 25, 1868, to June 
30, 1911, was $112,499,044, half of which 
went to the railroads; the net profit, $83,- 
045,603; dividends paid, $49,410,000; value 
of property and equipment,.. $10,339,853: 
tangible assets, $4,440,000; assets held by 
the company, $33,635,603. 

For the ..ells-Fargo, the gross revenue 
from Sept. 1, 1870, to June 30, 1911, was

These 
dividends were paid since 1896, none hav- 
ing been paid previous to the time. The 
value of property and equipment is 
about $568,790. The value of tangible 
assets is not given. The assets in the 
treasury are $3,902,853.

Gross receipts of the United States 
Express Co. from April 22, 1854, to June 
30, 1911, were $46,093,480, half of it go- 
ing to the railroads. The net profits 
were $19,897,518; dividends, $9,160,000, rep-

VANISHING ROBBER 
PICKS OUT THE 
EN AE HELD UP 


Emil Huther Illustrates for De- 
tectives Incidents of Each 
Street Robbery. 


DENIES SOME OF THEM 
His Sudden Disappearance After 
Each Theft Still a Mystery 
to Police.

The police, after a lengthy seance with 
Emit Huther in Chief of Detectives Al- 
lender’s office, Wednesday morning, 
conferred upon him the title of “The 
lLisappearing Highwayman.” 

Huther, who is 21 years old, came 
from Germany recently. He had been 
living at 114 North Broddway. He was 
confronted by seven men who have been 
held up and robbed within the past 
month. He identified five as his victims, 
but contradicted the two others when 
they identified him. He showed each 
man how he had robbed him of money 
and valuables with an empty revolver. 
At the close of each exhibition Huther 
was asked where he had gone after each 
robbery. To this question he gave eva- 
sive repiies. 

Victim Was Doubtful. 

George N. Fuchs of 3456A Crittenden 
street was doubtful about the identity 
of the self-confessed robber, 

“What did you get from me?’ he 
asked after Huther had singled nim out 
of a group as one of his victims. 

“Only a watch and 50 cents.” replied 
Huther. “I asked for your tie ,in, but 
you wouldn't give it to me.” 

Fuchs shook his head, as though he 
did not believe Huther was the ian. 
Chief Allender produced the  nickel- 
plated revolver that the highwayman 
used in all his boldups an:l fflanding jt 
to Huther requested him to demon- 
strate how he had robbed fuchs. 

“You were coming down the strest 
like this,’”’ said the prisuner as he 
started to walk through « line of de- 
tectives, but he was stopped. ‘‘Well, vou 
were walking down the street just like 
any man would, and I stopped 
you just like this. He held 
out his hand with the revolver 
so that the weapon was on a level with 
Kuchs’ abdomen and pointed upward. 

“You asked me what I wanted and I 
said ‘your money.’ You handed me 650 
cents and said that was all you had. 
Then you handed me your watch, but 
when I asked for your pin you wouldn't 
give it to me.” 

“That’s the way it oceurred,” said 
Fuchs to the detectives about him. “I 
the man. But what. be- 
came of-yvou after the robbery? I re- 
member you walked behind me, but 
when I turned around you were 
ithere.’’s 

Huther laughed and said that he 
cuessed he had just walked away. 

Frank B. Woodlock of 6318 Washing- 
ton avenue was the next witness to be 
identified by Huther. 

“Where did vou go after robbing me?’ 
asked Woodlock. 

“Maybe I caught a ear,’ said Huther., 
With a smile. “I don't know.”’

WORK FOR THE GRAND JURY. 

The Grand Jury now meeting is the one which 
ordinarily discharges the duty imposed by the 
Constitution of investigating officers who have 
any responsibility for public funds.

Wilson, sup- 
posed to be a financial manager of his campaign, 
tnen anything Watterson knows of his own con- 
fidential methods and their results is a proper 
subject for immediate publicity. 

Time out of mind, American presidential can- 
didates and other candidates have been taken 
into “the hands of their friends” and allowed to 
know nothing of the “practical politics” of finan- 
cing th2ir own campaigns. It is time they should 
know. 

No honest candidate will object to the sharing 
of this knowledge with the public. As the first 
volunteer confidential manager to threaten a 
leakage, Col. Watterson may rely on Gov. Wil- 
son's consent, not only to leak, but to pull the 
spigot out. By all means, let him divulge all the 
campaign secrets he thinks he knows.

The witness is George W. Mark, pres-

He had come to iden- 
tify Emil Huther, a confessed highway- 
man. He said Huther was not, the 
stranger he saw in the pawnshop. 

Admits Several Holdups. 

Although Huther admitted that he 
had held up and robbed many persons 
in the West End, he denied that he had 
anything to do with the Wurzburger 
affair. ‘The detectives are inclined to 
belicve him. They have found a pawn 
ticket for a watch he had taken from 
a man on the South Side about 10 
oclock of the night the pawnshop 
keeper was shot.
